month，The sudden decision to 
cut the 4-year-old “ half- 
hour news simulcast has stunned 
media activists in the Chinese 
commmtmnity, 

“This decision comes as a total 
shock,” sayd Henry Der，execu- 
tive director of Chinese for 
Affirmative Action，which spon- 
Sors the simulcastover KUSF radio 
(90.38 FM) and a second news 
simulcast of the KGO-TVChan- 
nel 7's 1T1 pm mnews over KALVV 
Tadio (91.7 FM)， 

According to a 入 PIX executive， 
who asked that his name not be 
used, “The station felt that there 
were Do listeners，and why put 
Something on (the air) 计 you are 
talking to yourself.”There is“no 


indication'of listeners”"through the 


Tating services and“they (the 
listeners) don't write letters,”the 
executive continued. If there is an 
audience， ”it is an infinitesi- 
mally small audience” which is 
“immeasurable.” “Night timexra- 
ting Surveys don't register any- 
thing.” 
RESPONSE 
“Arbitron (the major rating 
SerVice) does not survey public 
radio stations in the Bay Area,” 
Tesponds Der. “The ratings 
arguments doesnt mean any- 
thing.”Michael Singsen of Public 
Media Center adds that“the 


Arbitron service admits that it is- 


difficult to meastre the non- 
English-speaking audience. 
Besides，even with the English- 
Speaking people，ratings are not

“People who listen to the simul- 
cast are non-English speaking and 
don't have the station s address to 
write to,” complains Der, “Lis- 
teners: have never been asked to 
write to 玉 PIX or KUSF about the 
program，Moreover，common 
sense dictates that they would 
be reluctant to write because they 
would write in Chinese to 天 PIX 
and KUSF (to persons) who don't 
read Chinese. “This does not mean 
that the program isn't being listen- 
ed to. The simulcast has been a 
valuable service，With the in- 
crease in the Chinese population 
between 1970 and 1980, we would 
think that KPIX woulq want to at 
least maintain the program to 


keep pace with the growing 
number of non-English-speakers 
in the commtunity， 

“I know that there are listen- 
ers” Says Rod Auyang， a 
5-year veteran simulcast an- 
nouncer.“I also know that I cant 
yawn on the air. My wife always 
gets comments the next day 
that “your husband was tired 
]last night, he yawnedl 

“TI _ have received some jletters 
over the years， In fact, several 
Imonths ago，KUSE received a 
jetter written in Chinese and 
didn't.know what to do with 让 ， 
They gave it'to meJ It was from 
an older woman who had re- 
cently immigrated to the United 
States.， She wrote that she Was 
Pleased about the service and felt 
thatthe simulcast helped her. 

“Tve also received ，comments 
from listeners discussing at 
length my pronunciation of cer- 
tain Chinese words and their 
viewpoints on the matter. All 
Tesponses that I have received are 
positive and supportive，Our 
listenership normally is not that . 
active. If they have negative 
feelings, then they will write.”

Loss of News Simulcast ls 
A Bliow to the Community 


The cancellation by KPIX-TV of the simulcast 
news broadcast comes as a shock and a blow to the 
Chinese American community. The cancellation fur- 
ther restricts Chinese American access to information 
needed to be active，participating members of so- 
ciety. IThe right to participate in_ our democracy 一 
and the access to information which is needed for that 
participation 一 should be _ available to all，not just 
those fuent in English. 

， The cancellation was a shock，for the community 
did not learn of the cancellation until after a decision 
had been made. Community members should have 
been given the opportunity to share in_ this decision ， 
since their interests were at stake. KPIX has the right 
to cancel the broadcasts, but they should have at least 
solicited community input for the decision. We would 
like to ask KPIX，what are you going to do now to 
demonstrate your continued service to _ the Chinese 
American community?

cast has provided this service to

“It is unfortunate that there 
isnt a Chinese station doing this,”

Accountancy Board Adopts 


Affirmative 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 “Asian 
Americans are not getting a fair 
Share of the (CPA) .profession ,” 
criticized Eranco “Consola- 
cion，a Filipino CPA，after the 
adoption of an affirmative action 
impjlementation plan by the State 
Board of Accountancy in San 
Francisco last Friday. According 
to _ board chairperson，Robert 
Billings,“the perception that 
the profession has not been 
accessed or .assessible to all 
groups classified as disadvan: 
taged” has motivated the recent 
adoption of policy and pro- 
grams to “increase the represen- 
tation of iminorities ip the CPA 
Profession ,” 

Asian American CPAs，how- 
ever, differ about the scope of the 


affirmative action program and 


feel that the implementation plan 
ignores_ employment discrimina- 
tion _ affecting Asian Americans. 
According to critics，the board's 
Plan addresses only employment 
-issues of Blacks and Hispanics. 

The plan calls for equal employ- 
ment opportunity seminars for 
managing partners of CPA firms， 
internships for community col- 
lege _ graduates，high school CPA 
clubs，career fairs，and the crea- 
tion of a scholarship foundation 
for CPA_ students. The plan 
w 计 “start early to introduce 
accounting as a viabjle:career and 
provide assistance to minorities 
to _ become more competitive” ac- 
cording to the board's affirmative 
action consultant Cene Reyes.

BEIJING 一 Coinciding with 
the 10th anniversary- of the 
normalizationm of diplomatic ties 
between China and Japan，Prime

Lacl，a member of the California 
Assembly Budget Committee and 
the Ways and Means Committee，, 
spoke at the Chinatown YWCA on 
Sept.， 22 on the recent Medi-Cal 
cutbacks. Her prognosis 一 guard- 
ed optimism: she was optimistic 


-that the changes would introduce 


long overdue reforms 记 the Medi- 
Cal system, but her optimism was 
guarded，because the cutbacks 
could end up having“devastating 
results”for some Medi-Calbene- 
ficiaries， 

Stating that she was apologetic 


and that 让 was Unpleasant being 
-the spokesperson for the cutbacks， 


Lacl said the changes were neces- 
Sary for one simple reason : “The 
state is broke,， she said. “Reven- 
ues are continuing to decline 
because of the national economic 
Situation, The state surplus had to 
be used to help counties suffering 
from the effects of Proposition 13， 


“Medi-Cal was cut because it's such 


alarge item on the budget.” 

According to the analysis paper 
she presented at the meeting，the 
changes will mean a reduction of 
$394 million in Medi-Cal outlays 
in fiscal year 1982-83. Including 
reductions .in federal matching 
funds，the total reduction is esti- 
mated to be $632 million in the 
coming year.
